AND THE PRESIDENTAL NOMINATION. 


The Party Must Redeem Its Pledges or Else 
He Will Write a Letter of Declina- 


tion—Other Gossip. 


Wasuincton, February 16.—[{Special.}— 
There has been considerable excitement 
among the democrats here today,on account of 
the rumor which the Post published this morn- 
ing to the effect that if the democratic party 
in congress failed to redeem the pledges 
which the party had made to the country, or 
hesitated to follow the path which the presi- 
dent had so plainly marked out, Mr. Cleve- 
Jand would write a letter similar to that just 
given out by Mr. Blaine, and decline to allow 
his name to go before the democratic conven- 


tion. 


It has been argued by believers in the rumor 


“that Mr. Cleveland is already on record ¢ 

being opposed to a second term, and that he 
has in no way given evidence that he desires a 
renomination, and if the party should fail to 
see the wisdom of his action in bringing the 
tariff forward as an issue of the campaign, he 
would decline to remain at the head of a party, 
which only nominally acknowleded his leader- 


mr. Mills, chairman of the ways and means 
committee, in discussing Mr. Cleveland’s pos- 
sible declination, said he did not believe any- 
thing would swerve him from the position he 
has taken. ‘‘His message will be his platform, 
and he will be nominated upon it.”’ 

He says he has no idea his tariff bill will be 
defeated. As soon as the billis ready he will 
‘gubmit it toa democratic caucus. .He believes 


some democrats will oppose it, but there will 


be enough republicans with it to counteract 
this democratic defection. He is afraid the 
democratic party might lose Louisiana on the 
sugar question, but if Louisiana can’t accept 
democratic principles, then it ought not to be 
ademocratic state. He believes the demo- 
crats will gain in Pennsylvania, New Jersey 
and the northwest. 

“But,’’ says he, “if Lam mistaken; I can 
only say that the failure of a tariff bill to pass 
this house this session, through a combinatton 
of democrats and republicans, .would arouse 
such a storm of indignation among the demo- 
crats that the party woukd be solidified and 
rally around Mr. Cleveland all the more en- 
thusiastic. Weare going before the country 
with an issue, and I do not believe Mr. Cleve- 
land is going to desert the ship.” 

The ways and means bill, if reported .as it 
has been represented, cannot possibly pass the 
house, but the democrats are almost solid in 
favor of Mr. Cleveland as their candidate, and 
the better posted ones do not believe he will 
deciine the nomination. However, this re- 
qiains to be seen. E. W. B.

Under No Conditions Would Mr. Childs Be a 
Candidate. 

PHILADELPHIA, February 16.—The Public 
Ledger of Friday, will say editorially as fol- 
lows:

THE TERMINAL’S JUMP. 


An Advance of Five Dollars— The Macon and 
s Covington Road. 

‘ew York, Febr 16.—[(Special.]—One 
of the most interesting ae ro stock 
market yesterday and teday has been —Rich- 
mond Terminal! preferred stock. It has man- 
ifested avery unexpected and equally unacé 
countable boom, advancing five dollars a share 
from the lowest point of yesterday tothe high- 
est of today. In some quarters it is said that 
the buying is.on the suspicion of a idera- 
ble short interest in that stock, and the knowl- 
edge that if there are any shorts nothing would 
be easier than to squeeze them, since there is 
only $5,000,000 of the stock, and the majority 
of it is very closely held. Another theory is 
that confidence in the stock has been 
revived by strong legal opinions 
having been recently given sustaining 


the impression that the 25,000 shares of Rich» 


mond and Danville railroad stock in the’ Ter- 
minal treasury is inalienable security for the 
par value of this preferred stock, and also for 
regular five per cent dividends on it. There 
has been considerable talk on this question 
lately, and one thing is certain. Lawyers have 
not been undivided in their judgment. Some 
say the trust deed under which the preferred 
stock was issued is not perfect, and that while 
the original intention may have been to create 
an absolute lien on the 25,000 shares of Dan- 
ville forthe benefit of the preferred terminal 
stock, it is seriously doubtful if the docu- 
ment would be construed exactly that way in 
eourt. Under the influence of such rnu- 
mors. the preferred stock has _ been 
steadily declining .recently, and the sudden 
spurt of yesterday and today is, therefore, re- 
garded as.a comparative. re-establishment of 
confidence.

within the next twenty days, and that from

THE PROVIDENCE FIRE. 


Further Particulars of the Great Conflagra- | 


tion. 


PROVIDENCE, R.I., February 16,—The most 
disastrous fire which has yisited this city since 
September 1, 1877, when the great wholesale 
buildings about the postofitice were destroyed, 
raged this morning among the business blocks 
near the city hall. The flames were first dis- 
covered at midnight, and the first man to give 
the alarm was. the engineer of a locomotive 
waiting at tlie station to take the midnight 
mail train to New Hayen. He blewan alarm 
on the engine whistle. The fire originated in 
the Chace block, a four-story brick structure 
at the corner of Eddy and Fountain streets, 
and spread so rapidly thata general alarm was 
rung and the entire fire department responded. 
The flames started in the northwest corner of 
the ground floor of the building occupied as an 
engine room by Henry Staples & Co. On the 
same floor were the sash and blind warehouse 
of E. A. French and Edward Wheelhouse’s 
sash factory. The second floor was occupied 
by William G. Budlong & Co., manufacturers 
at Somebent’ tools; W. H. Beatty & Co., jewel- 
ers, and James A. Charnley, jewelers’ sup- 
plies; Hough & Wilkinson, jewelers, and 
others. The third floor was occupied by Wil- 
liam H. Robinson & Co., manufacturers of 
watch chains, and Reed & Hudson, jewelers. 
The fourth floor was occupied by J. H. Sturdy, 
electro plater, and others. 

In a few minutes this spon | wes gutted, 
and with a crash the walls fell, throwing upa 
solid sheet of flames, and in an instant the 
Billings block, which stood upon the opposite 
side of Worcester street, was in flames. The 
immense _ buildin was consumed like 
so much tinder and in forty-five minutes noth- 


-ing but the blackened walls remained. Upon 


the first floor of this building was Burke Bros., 
dealers in beer; W.J. Matson & Co., dealers 
in calico prints supplies, and H. Morissey’s 
barroom. In the second story were Isaac 
Hahn’s braid shop and Smith and Provost, en- 
| eee The third floor was empty. The 
ourth floor contained a - creamed of valuable 
shafting belonging to William Robertson & 
Co. Upon the fifth floor Isaac F. Chase had 
ys fitted rooms at a cost of ten thousand dol- 
ars, for the manufacture of belt hooks. At 
the rear of this building, extending back over 
to rear of other buildings, were three floors re- 
cently erected. Two of these were occupied 
by Hahn. The third floor had just been fitted 
up for the manufacture of tubing, with very 
expensive machinery. From this point the 
fire extended to theAldrich house,the fire com- 
municating through the roof. 

The Aldrich was totally destroyed, also the 
Exchange hotel and Ethan Allen’s “eg 
repository. The cold was paralyzing. The 
tangle of the electric light, telephone and tele- 
graph wires greatly impeded the firemen. An- 
son W. Aldrich, proprietor of the Aldrich 
house, «as lying in the Allen house and was 
taken to the Girard house, where he is in a 
critical condition.

On the Public Building Proposi- 
tion. 


INTERVIEW WITH JUDGE STEWART. 


He Thinks the Plan Feasible, and that the 
Government Will Accede to the Sale 
of the Building. 


WASHINGTON, February 16.—{Special.]— 
Judge Stewart read with much pleasure the 
editorial in Wednesday’s ConstituTIon, advo- 
cating that Atlanta purchase the present pub- 
lic building there for a city hall and that the 
$120,000, to be appropriated to enlarge it, be 
added to the sum for which it is sold, and a 
new public building suitable to the needs of 
Atlanta, be erected with the combined sum. 
He thinks it a most exeellent idea, and heart- 
ily agrees with Tue ConstrruTion, that the 
present building, even with the intended 
improvements, will be much toosmall for 
Atlanta’s needs in afew years. He says if 
the city of Atlanta willagree to purchase the 
present building at its value, he has no doubt 
but that congress and the secretary of, the 
treasury will agree to sell it and add one hun- 
dred and twenty thousand dollars, the amount 
already agreed upon, to the amount received 
from the sale and erect a building suitable 
to Atlanta’s needs and one she will be 
proud of. He says as soon as he“can hear 
what the people of Atlanta are willing to do 
he will present the matter to thee house com- 
mittee on public buildings and urge its adop- 
tion. Other cities in Georgia are now making 
great efforts to get public buildings, and it will 
not do for Atlanta todelay this matter. The 
people should decide at once exactly what they 
want and notify Judge Stewart immediately 
in order that he might take steps to get the 
matter through at once. There are more pub- 
lic buildings bills now before congress than 
ever before known at one time, and it is abso- 
lutely necessary that Atlanta should act at 
once orelse she will losé her opportunity, 
Now is the time to present the matter, as the 
committee is impressed with Atlanta’s needs, 
and if done at once success is almost assured, 
but delay means defeat. Let the people of 
Atlanta act quickly.

WASHINGTON, February 16.—On motion of 
Senator Ransom, the senate bill appropriating

The resolution offered by Mr. Plumb, some 
weeks ago, directing the inquiry as to the 
causes of inefficient mail service, was taken 
up andagreed to. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Manderson, 
some days ago, requiring the secretary of war 
to furnish the senators, on their request, lists 
of persons to whom copies of the Record of 
the Rebellion are to be issued was taken up. 

Mr. Manderson said that «nce offering the 
resolution he had had a conversation with the 
the secretary of war, who expressed his readi- 
ness to supply the information asked, and said 
that the refusal to do so before was owing to a

Pending final action on the bil], the house, 
at five o’clock took a recess till eight o’clock, 
the evening session to be for debate only on 
the Pacific railroad telegraph bill.

EQUAL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


Railroads Can Separate the Races, But Must 
Treat Them Alike. 

WASHINGTON, February 16.—The interstate 
commerce commission rendered a decision to- 
day in the case of William H. Heard vs. the 
Georgia Railroad company. The commission 
holds that the petitioner, a colored passenger 
on defendant’s roads between Atlanta, Ga., 
and Charleston, 8. C., who had paid first-class 
fare, was subjected to undue and unreasonable 
prejudice and disadvantage, being compelled 
to travelinacar of inferior accommodations, 
of which only one-half was assigned to colored 
passengers, the other half being used asa 
smoker for both white and colored passengers ; 
and that it is the duty of carrier under the law 
to ‘furnish to passengers paying the same fare 

ual accommodations and protection, without 
discrimination on account of color. But if the 
separation of white and colored passengers is 
expedient for adequate reasons, such a separa- 
tion is not unlawful, if the accommodations 
and comforts for colored passengers are in all 
respects equal to those for white passengers 
paying the same fare. Opinion by Comumis- 
sioner Schoonmaker. 


SILK CULTURE. 


Commissioner Colman’s Experiment With 
Cocoons—Free Information Given. 

WasHineton, February 16.—The commis- 
sioner of agriculture has just received from 
Europe a consignment of choice silk worm 
ores which he will distribute tuitously to 
all persons who desire to raise silk worms and 
who are so situated that they can do so satis- 
factorily. He will also be able to furnish 
books of instruction in silk culture before the 
sericultural season commences. For two sea- 
sons he has been purchasing cocoons from 
American silk growers at an average price of 
ninety-five cents per pound, and wishes a still 
further supply with which to continue experi- 
ments now being made at Washington in the 
reeling of silk from the cocoon. All who seek 
a market for their cocoons, or who wish silk 
worm eggs or books of instruction or informa- 
tion of any sort in relation to the industry can 
obtain the same free of charge, upon applica- 
tion to Commissioner Colman.

BERLIN, February 16.—The National Zeit- 
ung’s correspondent at San Remo says that the 
crown prince’s difficulty in breathing began a 
fortnight before the operation, increasing 
daily. On the 4th instant it had reached such 
a pitch that the prince had to abandon his 
customary walk, being only able totakea 
drive. On the following day the struggle for 
breath was intense, especially during the night 
time. On the morning of the 9th Dr. Bramann 
was summoned. When the crown prince was 
informed that the operation was thought ad- 
visable, he replied: ‘‘Well, if it is necessary, I 
am ready to have it performed at once,” The 

rince expressed his willingness to be chloro- 
ormed. r. Bramann made an incision the 
length of a finger from the base of the larynx 
to near the breast bone. The prince’s beard 
was not touched. The prince returned to con- 
sciousness soon after the bandage had been ap- 
plied. Hefound the difficulty in breathing 
much relieved and thanked the doctors for 
their services. He bore the chloroform well 
and felt no pain.

PARLIAMENT PROCEEDINGS. 


Mr, O’Brien Denies Charges Brought Against 
Him By Mr. Balfour. 

LonpDon, February 16.—In the house of com- 
mons today Mr. Labouchere asked if any des- 
patch from the British ambassador at Berlin 
suggested that England give assurance to 
Italy which would induce her to enter the 
Austro-German alliance. 

Sir James Ferguson replied that he must 
decline to produce the correspondence between 
the British government and foreign powers re- 
garding affairs in Europe. The house, he 
said, would recognize that at the present time 
it would be unwise to produce suth correspen- 
dence 

Mr. Labouchere thereupon gave notice that 
he would offer an amendment to the address 
‘that the house be informed definitely that no 
correspondence exchanged with Italy had re- 
sulted in binding action on the British govern- 
ment in event of war between Italy and 
France. if any assurances had been given that 
they be communicated to the house,”’ 
[ Cheers. | ? 

In reply tothe question by Mr. Gourlay, 
Fergusson said he was happy to inform the 
house that a telegram from Mr. Chamberlain 
reported that the fisheries treaty had been 
signed at Washington. This treaty the gov- 
ernment believed to be satisfactory, although 
as yet unaware of its precise terms. He could 
not admit that the difference regarding Amer- 
ican fisheries amounted to a serious dispute. 
He said that the questiens relative to Alaska 
had been discussed by the plenipotentiary at 
Washington, but he was not yet aware of the 
result. 

William O’Brien resumed debate on the ad- 
dress in reply to the queen's speech. He said 
that Mr. Balfour had failed to smash Irish or- 
ganization or to weaken the spirit of Irish 
people, or to degrade them in the eyes of the 
world. Abject discomfiture and disgrace had 
attended the crimes act, the operation of 
which proved to be one of the most horrible 
measures ever directed against human liber- 
ties. Regarding his own imprisonment he said 
he did not feel wounded or in the least 
degraded. With all his jaunty bravery 
Mr. Balfour’s conscience was not as easy as 
hisown. When he was in prison he resented 
and felt kétnly the letter which Balfour wrote 
conveying the stealthy, loathsome insinuation 
that he sheltered himself while in prison, un- 
der the plea of illness. Now they were face 
to face and he challenged the government to 
produce the prison doctors to prove the truth 
of the insinuation. [Parnellite cheers.]} 

It had been asserted that the imprisoned 
leaguers endeavored to secure a distinction be- 
tween the treatment given to imprisoned 
members of parliament and that given to im- 

risoned peasants, but there was no foundation 
or the assertion. What the imprisoned mem- 
bers complained of was the moral torture in- 
flicted upon them, of which ordinary criminals 
were exempt. Whenthe government asked 
them voluntarily to acknowledge their kinshi 
with criminals, they answered: ‘‘We will 
die first.’ You will have to _ learn 
the difference between representatives of 
the criminal classes and Irish political 
prisoners, even if it takes coroners’ juries to 
announce the distinction. Referring to the 
failure of coercion, he said that the crimes act 
had not stamped out a single village club. The 
plan of campaign was uncrippled, every evicted 
tenant had been restored and every shilling of 
the law costs incurred had been repaid as in- 
demnity by landlords. [Cheers. ] 


An Unknown Vessel Wrecked. 

Lonpon, February 16.—A vessel was 
wrecked on December 27 off the south coast of 
Sao Gorge, one of the Azores. She is be- 
lieved, from various articles washed ashore, 
including certificates belonging to David 
Deans, to have been the British bark Donegal, 
Captain Burchart, which sailed from Savan- 
nah December 6 for Trieste. 


The Snow Storm in Er gland. 
Lonpon, February 16.—The gale and snow 
storm in England, which began onthe 4th 
inst., continues. All railway lines are blocked 
and in Wiltzshire two days mails remain un- 
delivered.

A Little Boy Sent On an Errand Fails to 
Return. 


Kansas City, Mo., February 16.—[Special.] 
Yesterday morning Willie, the little son of M. 
J. McLane, residing at 908 Livingston street, 
Riverview, was sent toa neighboring store to 
buy a pair of stockings. The boy has not been 
seen since. His parents and neighbors have 
searched the entire territory of Kansas City, 
but have not gained the faintest clue to the 
missing child. The police were notified yes- 
terday evening, but their search has been 
equally fruitless. The boy was seven years of 
age. A remarkable fact which his disappear- 
ance recalls is that his cousin, a little girl of 
eight years, was sent tothe same store two

Mr. Robert Hayes, of this vicinity, planted 
asmall patch of Brazilian flour corn last 
spring, and makes avery favorable report of 
his experiment. He planted only about one 
fifteenth of an acre, and from this he gathered 
five bushels of corn. The grain is planted and 
cultivated the same as common Indian corn, 
except that the numerous sprouts or suckers 
that branch out from the root, of which there 
are wound from five to fifteen, are left stand- 
ing, for these produce much of the grain. 
Three or four grains are papee in each hill, 
but only one stalk is allowed to grow, but 
these, with the suckers, generally fill out the 
es allowed them, The ears grow from the 

des of the main stalks and from the top or 
ane of the suckers, and the number in the 

ill varies with the number of suckers. Mr. 
Hayes "eo fourteen good ears from a 
single hill. The ears are from six to ten inches 
long, and alittle smaller than the common 
yellow corn. “The grains are flat, rather short, 
and milk white. 

Mr. Hayes had a portion of this corn made 
into flour, and has shown us samples of the 
biscuits and bread made from it. The bis- 
cuits, though not as white as those made from 
the finest grades of flour, are equaily as white, 
and cannot be Seenguiened from those made 
from medium grade flours. And a remarkable 
fact is that, while the flour of the corn makes 
excellent biscuits, the bran makes as good corn 
bread as the best Indian corn, and the seconds 
or shorts make good batter cakes.

Hayes, also raised a small quantity of this corn

Harris 
would complicate matters greatly,as he isa 
strong man in Troup county. Judge Sam Har- 
ris lived and practiced law in West Point pre- 
vious to his removal to Carrollton, and, it is 
claimed, would make a lively race in Troup, 
as against Colonel Grimes. If Judge Harris 
decides to remain on the bench, then the 
friends of Mr. Freeman hope to get the dele- 
gation from Coweta, Carroil, Heard and may- 
be Meriwether, thus giving Mr. Freeman the 
same vote he had two years age.

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Democratic Protection. ; 

The ideas suggested in Mr. Sullivan’s Jet- 
ter, which we printed yesterday, are 
substantially those of the democratic plat- 
formon which Mr. Cleveland was elected. 
That platform, as we have already pointed 
out, while it insisted on a judicious revision 
of the tariff, declared in the strongest terms 
that no reduction should be made below the 
difference that exists between the prices 
paid to labor in the United States and those 

d to labor in foreign cuuntries. 

This is the democratic view, and the Chi- 
cago platform is in the nature of a pledge 
to the people as to the intentions of the 
party. The whole matter is very simple, 
but it seems to be terribly misunderstood by 
Editor Watterson and other free-traders. 

‘The democratic party is on record as favor- 
ing the protection of American labor by 
means of tariff taxes, and on that record 
THE CONSTITUTION stands. 

As to the effect of the tariff on agricul- 
ture, we think it may be safely said that the 
farmer who manages his business, who 
diversifies his crops and raises his own sup- 
plies—we think it may be safely said that 
such a farmer cares no more for tariff taxes 
than he does for the Morris dancers that cut 
up their jiggeries in the air, and they have 
no more effect on him. If he understands 
the question at all, he knows that the neces- 
garies of life are cheaper now than they 
have ever been. 

Protection concerns itself with American 
Jabor, whether it is agricultural or indus- 
trial. When Tuer ConstTITUTION says that 
our indtistries ought to be protected, it 
means that the toilers who are employed by 
these industries ought to be protected. The 
capital invested in them needs no protec- 
tion. But if this capital is driven out of 
industrial investments, what is to become of 
the vast army of workingmen which it em- 
ploys? It will either starve, or it will be 
driven intoagricultural pursuits. Will such 
a vast aggregation of competition help the 
farmers? ‘The farmers can answer that 
question for themselves. 

No doubt the free-traders will say that it 
will be impossible for these unemployed 
workingmen to compete with the farmers, 
but if they cannot do that, what will they 
do? If, under free-trade, a suit of clothes 
can be bought for $7, $5, or even $2, what 
benefit will that be toa man who has no 
money to buy it? 

We say let capital take care of itself, but 
the democratic party owes it to itself and 
the country to see that the workingmen are 
not driven out of employment by free-trade 
ideas.

Virginia and the Tobacco Tax. 

Governor Lee, of Virginia, recetitly vis- 
ited Washington and talked with President 
Cleveland concerning the effect which his 
message would have on the tobacco growing 
interests of Virginia, and he isreported as 
having said that the president is about to 
send a supplementary message to congress, 
4n which he will revise so much of his posi- 
tion on the internal revenue as covers the 
tobacco tax. The president, it is said, ad- 


_ mits his error inthis particular, and now 


concedes the urgent necessity for the repeal 
of this tax. 

Itis sincerely to be hoped that this is 
true; and if so, such action will reflect 
credit on the wisdom of the president. It 
‘is reported that the president says that he 
overlooked the necessity of the reduction of 
this tax in his urgent desire to bring about 
tariff reduction. If this is so, the compli- 
cation into which the democratic party has 
gotten itself, can be rendered much less 
annoying by an agreement on some bill 
which will create a reasonable reduction in 
the tariff, and which at the same time will 
give the tobacco growers of Virginia and 
other states the relief which they so urgently 


ests of that state must look to the democratic 
party fora relief from the burdensome 
taxation which the republicans had placed 
on the great staple of the state. The demo- 
cratic party of Virginia has always taken a 
firm stand on the question, and has ever 
been determined in its demand that this tax 
should be removed. Thus, when the presi- 
dent, in his message to congress, outlined @ 
policy, which, if adopted, would completely 
shut out all hopes of receiving such relief 
from democratic hands, the faith of the 
great tobacco interests of Virginia was nat- 
urally shaken. These men have remained 
true to the democratic party for many years, 
looking alone to it for relief. It has been 
in power nearly three years, and the farmers 
of Virginia find that the internal revenue 
collector still makes his rounds among 
them, levying a federal tribute which is 
unwise, injurious, undemocratic, and in 
violation of distinct promise of removal, 
made in every democratic platform for years 
past. 

The average Virginia tobacco planter is a 
man of modest means, They are scattered 
throughout the state, away from railroads 
and cities, and many of them depend solely 
on the products of their little farms for a 
livelihood and the support and welfare of 
their families. He findsthat heis bur- 
dened with a law by which he cannot turn 
to advantage the products of his farm unless 
he goes through a system of inspection and 
taxation, which, when through with, robs 
him of the reasonable profit which he has 
the right to expect. What cares he for fine 
spun sophistry and ridiculous prattle about 
it being easier for the farmer to bear the bur- 
dens of internal taxation than the tariff. He 
knows that the former is a constant weight 
on his work, anda heavy and burdensome 
taxation on his resources. He further 
knows that theoretical free-trade has noth- 
ing whatever to do with giving him relief 
from his oppressive annoyance. 

In 1886 the democratic party received a 
strong rebuke in Virginia on this very issue, 
when the republicans carried the state in 
the congressional elections. Since that 
time the democrats of Virginia have 
demanded from the party in congress the 
repeal of the measure by which the state is 
being slipped from the democratic founda- 
tion. The state legislature has takena 
positive stand on the question, and Governor 
Lee was enough impressed with the impor- 
tance of the necessity of action by the 
demiocratic party, to goto Washington and 
talk with the president about it. 

There is no doubt about it. The tobacco 
tax must go. The democratic party is not 
foolish enough to cling to a measure which 
it knows to be its constant menace. We 
beg our representatives to think of this and 
save the country from the impending peril 
of falling again into the hands of republi- 
can misrule.

Webster defines the meaning 
of the word “‘adulterate,”’ ‘‘to debase or 
make impure by admixture of baser mate- 
rials; to contaminate; to corrupt.” 

Cotton seed oil is just as pure as hog’s 
fat; it is a purely vegetable oil; is as clear 
and wholesome as olive oil; and _ besides 
being very much cheaper, is the fruit of dis- 
tinctly an American industry. In its mix- 
ture with hog’s fat to make lard there is no 
concealment about how it is done; nobody 
is injured, no harm is done; lard is rendered 
cheaper, and the men who grow cotton are 
provided opportunity of turning a few dol- 
lars out of what before was a useless refuse 
fon their hands. Of course this state of af- 
fairs is not entirely satisfactory to the hog 
monopolies of the west, because the lard 
manufacturers of this country do not now 
have to depend on them asthey once did. 
The consequence is that hog fat has been

The New York Mail and Express very 
properly says of this new departure of the 
internal revenue contingent, to tax cotton 
seed oil: 

The proposal is utterly wrong and mischievous on 
all accounts. The cotton seed oil industry is as le- 
gitimate ag the hog growing industry, and it will be 
as gross an outrage for the government to interfere 
with the one as with the other. Such legislation, 
in whatever interest it is passed, isa degradation of 
the functions of the national government and a step 
in the direction of ceftralization ‘and paternalism. 
The congress of the United States nas no business to 
potter with the details of the grocery business in 
any case, and especially it has no business to legis- 
late for the destruction of the industries of a part of 
the people in order to secure larger profits in busi- 
ness to another part of the people ; the whole thing 
is undemocratic, unrepublican, un-American.

A Strange Humorist. 

The death of D. R. Locke, of the Toledo 
Blade, better known as ‘‘Petroleum V. Nas- 
by,’”’ cannot be called a loss to American 
literature. 

It is not likely that Locke ever regarded 
himself as a literary man. He knew what 
suited the average reader, and he gave him 
what he wanted. He was not hampered by 
high ideals, lofty aims, and all that sopt of 
thing. He wentinto the newspaper busi- 
ness just as a man goes into a grocery trade. 
He did not care to keep first-class goods 
when his customers were satisfied with an 
inferior article. During the “late war,. it 
will be recollected that Locke became a 
fierce partisan. He found that the mixture 
of dialect and bad spelling contained in the 
‘‘Nasby Letters’? commanded a wide circle 
of readers, and enabled him to assail the 
south and the democracy with a savage free- 
dom altogether unsuited to the editorial 
page. These letters are classed under the 
head of humorous productions, but their 
humor is of a ferocious kind. In order to 
get into a humorous vein Nasby had to find 
something or somebody to attack. He want- 
ed to poke his coarse fun at something that 
was helpless and in trouble, and he was in 
his glory just after the war when he had the 
impoverished confederates for the subject 
matter of his ridicule and abuse. When he 
got off a joke he wanted it to leave a sting 
behind. 

Locke did other work of a serious char- 
acter. He visited Ireland and wrote up the 
wrongs and hardships of the tenants. He 
also threw himself into the prohibition’ 
movement. In every line of work, howev- 
er, he was controlled by his prejudices, and 
whenever he struck a blow it was ‘with a 
sledge-hammer. He never attempted to ac- 
quire a polished or even a correct style. 
Strong and uncouth in person, he seemed 
well satisfied to turn out the roughest kind 
of journalistic work so long as it was strong. 
It mattered little to him that his sentences 
were coarse, slangy and defective in con- 
struction. If they cut; if they hurt some 
thing or somebody, he was satified. 

The success of this writer should not in- 
duce others to imitate him. It is doubtful 
whether the country would now tolerate an- 
other Nasby. The man himself was doubt- 
less honest and fearless, but his methods 
were crude and aggressive. If he was a 
genuine humorist, it is to be hoped that we 
shall not look upon his like again,

Female Suffrage. 

Epirors CONsTITUTION: Where do women 
vote. and are they allowed to vote at presidential 
elections? READER. 

The legislature of the territory of Wyoming, by an 
act approved December 10, 1869, granted the right of 
suffrage to women. The same right was extended 
to women in the territory of Washington in 1883, 
and has long Leen exercised by them in the terri- 
tory of Utah. Woman suffrage, limited to school 
elections, has at various times been conferred, as 
follows: Women may vote at school meetings in Ne- 
braska, New Hampshire, Vermont, Dakota and 
Wyoming; at school elections in Colorado and 
Minnesota, and for members of school committees 
in Massachusetts; at school meetings in Michigan 
and New York, if they are tax-payers; in Washing- 
ton territory, if they are liable to taxation. 
Widows and unmarried women in Idaho may vote 
as to special district taxes, if they hold taxable 
property. In Oregon, widows having children and 
taxable property may vote at school meetings. In 
Indiana, ‘‘women not married nor minors, who pay 
taxes and are listed as parents, guardians or heads 
of families, may vote at school meetings.”’ In Ken- 
tucky any white widow having a child of school 
age is a qualified school voter; if she has no child, 
but is a taxpayer, she may voteon the question of 
taxes. In Kansas, women over twenty-one years of 
age may vote on all school and municipal affairs, In 
no state are they permitted to vote for state officers 
or at presidential elections.

THE TRUSTEES WIN. 


A Decision in a Case Between Stockholders 
and Trustees. 


CHATTANOOGA, Fobruary 16,—[Special.]— 
The supreme court decided the celebrated 
Clarksville female academy case today, being 
a suit of the Clarksville female academy 
against the Tennessee conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church south. 

The academy was incorporated in 1846 under 
a board of trustees. In 1854 the charter was 
so amended as to admit stockholders at $25 
per share. Subscriptions were raised by an 
agent appointed for the pur , and the 
building was greatly enlarged. The school 
flourished until the war, when it was vir- 
tually suspended. It was revived, but 
never seemed to thrive. The trustees 
owned the large building, surrounded by ten 
acres of valuable land. Some of the stock- 
holders finally filed a bill to authorize the 
trustees to sell part of the land and build on 
the remainder a suitable house for a school 
and continue that school. A consent decree 
was entered authorizing such action, and 
seven acres of the land was sold for $10,000. 
Then ten other stockholders filed a bill claim- 
ing that the charter was void, and asking that 
this money be divided among the sharehold- 
ers. The chancellor decreed that the charter 
was not void, and that the trustees should 
build this new house. The supreme court 
affirmed this decree.

An Interesting Meeting at the Court House— 
The Physicians United—Some Inter- 
esting Talks—The Final Vote. 


In response to the call for a meeting of phy- 
gicians and interested citizens to consider tho 
subject of a proposed general city hos- 
pital, a large and enthusiastic assembly filled 
the courthouse basement last evening. 

The subject is one that for years has receiv- 
ed just enough attention to demonstrate the 
fact that Atlanta isin urgent need of a city 
hospital, but never before has the matter been 
handled inso unanimous and enthusiastic a 


ganner as it was last night. 

Promptly at half-past seven the meeting was 
called to order. Upon motion of Dr. E. J. 
Roach Dr. J. 8. Todd was chosen chairman. 
‘Dr. H. F. Scott was chosen secretary. 

The chairman explained briefly and point- 
edlv the object for which the meeting had 
been called. Dr. J. C. Olmsted then intro- 
duced the following resolutions and moved 
their adoption: 

Whereas, we hail with joy this movement looking 
to the establishment of a genera] hospital for the 
city of Atlanta, the want of which in a city of this 
give has been long recognized by the*medical pro- 
fession, and the absence of which is a discredit to a 
city of 70,000 inhabitants; therefore, be it 

Resolved, that we, collectively and individually, 
pledge our hearty supportto the inauguration of a 
city hospital, which shall be non-sectarian, both 
seligiously and medically, in its constitution, and 
shall thus fulfill its mission as a blessing to our com- 
mon humanity; and which, in its free benevolence, 
shall truly illustrate the enterprise and eocareeive 
civilization of this our ‘‘Gate City of the South.” 

The motion was seconded by Dr. A. R. 
Alley, who made a brief, but telling speech in 


favor of the motion. 

Dr. T. S. Powell, in charge of the Ivy street 
hospital, then spoke against the motion. 

“It has been said that Atlanta is the largest 
city of the United States without a general 
hospital—that this fact is a disgrace to At- 
Janta. Why have we never had a hospital? 
Because we have the healthiest city in the 
world. Why, the biggest card ever published 
for Atlanta is the fact that she is actually too 
healthy to support a city hospital. Now, if 

ou wish it to be noised abroad that Atlanta is 
conn like Mobile or New Or- 
Jeans or Birmingham, just go ahead and build 
acity hospital. Why, they tried that once on 
Fair street, and they had to close out in thirty 


Dr. Powell then spoke at some length about 
Ivy street hospital. Referring to the fact that 
it had been founded by the ladies of Atlanta 
and the faculty of the Southern Medical col- 
lege, he continued: “Should we ignore the 
ladies? should we forget the services of the 
faculty? The proposition isa reflection upon 
both the ladies and the faculty. Why, you’d 
have to build an amphitheatre to carry out the 
idea as proposed—and an amphitheatre costs 
money.” 

Doctor Powell spoke for thirty-three min- 
utes. 

It was immediately moved that the speeches 
be limited to ten minutes, and that no one 
could make more than one me except by 

neral consent. The motion was unanimous- 
y carried. 

Dr. Olmsted was called for, and responded 
briefly. 

“T have no reply for Dr. Powell’s eloquent 
special pleading for his private hospital. I-do 
not wish to criticise any intrusion of personal 
or pecuniary motives. Weare to discuss the 
subject of a city hospital, and to accomplish 
our purpose it behooves us to exclude factions 
and college interests, and to pull together. Nor 
will I insult this audience of intelligent people 
by stopping toreply tothe doctor’s theory— 
that a city of over 70,000 people, a railroad 
center, and inhabited by plain, every-day mor- 
tals, who are subject to disease and death, is 
too healthy to nee@a city hospital. Dr. Pow- 
ell has referred, in d sarcastic manner, to our 
amphitheater, a hospital from which all the 
colleges can derive benefit. Is the picture any 
more ludicrous than that of a private hospital 
where only one college and one sect can derive 
any benefit from the experiments performed ? 
Atianta needs a hospital, and she needs it 
now.’ 

Dr. Earnest spoke briefly. ‘While m 
healthy friend, Dr. Powell, was speaking 
was almost willing to agree with him that it 
would bea good idea to abolish graveyards 
anyhow. But I have come back to my old be- 
lief. Weneedacity hospital, one owned by 
by the city and controlled by the ‘council, or 
by a board of trustees appointed by the coun- 
cil. Make the hospital of so high a character 
that medical students can afford to come from 
all over Georgia, and the south, to learn from 
it. Judiciously managed such a hospital could 
be made almost, if ‘not quite, self-sup orting. 
Iagree with my friend—we need a hospital 
and we need it now.”’ 

“IT move we hear from Judge Calhoun,” 
said Dr. Durham. 

The Judge responded to the call. “I came 
here tonight not to speak, but because I was 
deeply interested in what was to be said by 
others.. We needa city hospital. I do not 
mean to criticize Dr. Powell—his heart ‘is all 
right, his motives, I am satisfied, are not per- 
sonal nor pecuniary ££But it’s an idea that I 
have chérished for a long time. My public 
career has been such as to bring me in close 
contact with people of ajl classes, and I am 
convinced that the city is in urgent 
need of a general hospital. The  pri- 
vate hospitals are good in their 
place, and I shall continue to contribute 
to their support. But we need a general hos- 
pital. It is really surprising that so important 
anced has been so long neglected. Why? 
We have done much for public education. I 
noiiced a few days since that $180,000 has just 
been donated toa colored university in At- 
lanta. We have paved streets. Now, nonefof 
that is really absolutely necessary. Provision 
against ignorance or against muddy streets is 
in the nature of a luxury, but provision against 
sickness is a necessity. If we lay the founda- 
tion even, outside help will come to us. This 
objection of Dr. Powell’s that it will cost 
money is really no objection. Every institu- 
tion costs money, but even a costly institution 
may be a paying institution. Take hold of this 
earnestly, and in afew years it will be self- 
supporting. Ihave been raised in Atlanta, 
and from my heart I wish you God speed in 
this worthy undertaking.”’ 

Dr. Tucker next responded to a general ‘call. 
If we annonnce as our best card that Atlanta 
is too healthy to support a hospital, I’m afraid 
our credit would suffer for the simple fact that 
no sensible man would believe us. If Atlanta 
issohealthy, how do these fat, well-dressed 
doctors manage to live? And wouldn’t it be a 
still better card to drum all the doctors out of 
town? I would hate to see some of them go— 
my family physician especially, but would 
cheerfully part with them if the city mast be 
advertised as Dr. Powell suggests. And those 
monuments at Oakland, and strangers al! 
wondering why other cities sent their 
dead here to buried? Wouldn’t that 
@ good card? Now about the benevolent 
home. The trustees have run the hospital on 
& private basis long enough. People are tired 
of ng us for money. So they have

An Interesting Meeting at the Court House— 
The Physicians United—Some Inter- 
esting Talks—The Final Vote.

In response to the call for a meeting of phy- 
gicians and interested citizens to consider the 
gubject of a proposed general city hos- 
pital, a large and enthusiastic assembly filled 
the courthouse basement last evening. 

The subject is one that for years has receiv- 
ed just enough attention to demonstrate the 
fact that Atlanta isin urgent need of a city 
hospital, but never before has the matter been 
handled inso unanimous and enthusiastic a 
gnanner as it was last night. 

Promptly at half-past seven the meeting was 
called to order. Upon motion of Dr. E. J. 
Roach Dr. J. 58. Todd was chosen chairman. 
Dr. H. F. Scott was chosen secretary. 

The chairman explained briefly and point- 
edly the object for which the meeting had 
been called. Dr. J. C. Olmsted then intro- 
duced the following resolutions and moved 
their adoption: ? 

Whereas, we hail with joy this movement looking 
to the establishment of a general bospital for the 
city of Atlanta, the want of which in a city of this 
gize has been long recognized by the*medical pro- 
fession, and the absence of which is a discredit to a 
city of 70,000 inhabitants; therefore, be it 
Resolved, that we, collectively and individually, 

jJedge our hearty support to the inauguration of a 
city hospital, which shall be non-sectarian, both 
religiou-ly and medically, in its constitution, and 
ghail thus fulfill its mission as a blessing to our com- 
mon humanity; and which, in its free benevolence, 
ghall truly illustrate the enterprise and progressive 
civilization of this our “Gate City of the South.” 

The motion was seconded by Dr. A. R. 
Alley, who made a brief, but telling speech in 


favor of the motion. 

Dr. T. S. Powell, in charge of the Ivy street 
hospital, then spoke against the motion. 

“It has been said that Atlanta is the largest 
city of the United States without a general 
hospital—that this fact is a disgrace to At- 
Janta. Why have we never had a hospital? 
Because we have the healthiest city in the 
world. Why, the biggest card ever published 
for Atlanta is the fact that she is actually too 
healthy to support a city hospital. Now, if 

ou wish it to be noised abroad that Atlanta is 
coming unhealthy like Mobile or New Or- 
Jeans or Birmingham, just go ahead and build 
acity hospital. Why, they tried that once on 
Fair street, and they had to close ont in thirty

br. Powell then spoke at some length about 
Ivy street hospital, Referring to the fact that 
it had been founded by the ladies of Atlanta 
and the faculty of the Southern Medical col- 
lege, he continued: “Should we ignore the 
Jadies? should we forget the services of the 
faculty? The he mpage isa reflection upon 
both the ladies and the faculty. Why. you’d 
have to build an amphitheatre to carry out the 
idea as proposed—and an amphitheatre costs 
money.”’ 

Doctor Powell spoke for thirty-three min- 
utes. 

It was immediately moved that the speeches 
be limited to ten minutes, and that no one 
could make more than one speech except by 

neral consent. The motion was unanimous- 
y carried. 

Dr. Olmsted was called for, and responded 
briefly. 

“T have no reply for Dr. Powell’s eloquent 
special pleading for his private hospital. I-do 
not wish to criticise any intrusion of personal 
or pecuniary motives. Weare to discuss the 
subject of a city hospital, and to accomplish 
our purpose it behooves us to exclude factions 
and college interests, and to pull together. Nor 
will I insult this audience of intelligent people 
by stopping to reply tothe doctor’s theory— 
that a city of over 70,000 people, a railroad 
center, and inhabited by plain, every-day mor- 
tals, who are subject to disease and death, is 
too healthy to needa city hospital. Dr. Pow- 
ell has referred, in d sarcastic manner, to our 
amphitheater, a hospital from which all the 
colleges can derive benefit. Is the picture any 
more ludicrous than that of a private hospital 
where only one college and one sect can derive 
any benefit from the experiments performed ? 
Atianta needs a hospital, and she needs it 
now.’’ 

Dr. Earnest spoke briefly. ‘‘While m 
healthy friend, Dr. Powell, was speaking 
was almost willing to agree with him that it 
would bea good idea to abolish graveyards 
anyhow. But I have come back to my old be- 
lief. Weneedacity hospital, one owned by 
by the city and controlled by the ‘council, or 
by a board of trustees appointed by the coun- 
cil. Make the hospital of so high a character 
that medical students can afford to come from 
all over Georgia, and the south, to learn from 
it. Judiciously managed such a hospital could 
be made almost, if not quite, self-supporting. 
Iagree with my friend—we need a hospital 
and we need it now.’’ 

“IT move we hear from Judge Calhoun,” 
said Dr. Durham. 

The Judge responded to the call. “I came 
here tonight not to speak, but because I was 
deeply interested in what was to be said by 
others... We need a city hospital. I do not 
mean to criticize Dr. Powell—his heart ‘is all 
right, lis motives, I am satisfied, are not per- 
sonal nor pecuniary. £kBut it’s an idea that I 
have cherished for a long time. My public 
career has been such as to bring me in close 
contact with people of all classes, and I am 
convinced that the city is in urgent 
need of a general hospital. The pri- 
vate hospitals are good in their 
place, and I shall continue to contribute 
to their support. But we need a general hos- 
pital. It is really surprising that so important 
aneed has been so long neglected. Why? 
We have done much for public education. I 
noticed a few days since that $180,000 has just 
been donated toa colored university in At- 
lanta. We have paved streets. Now, nonefof 
that is really absolutely necessary. Provision 
against ignorance or against muddy streets is 
in the nature of a luxury, but provision against 
Sickness is a necessity. If we lay the founda- 
tion even, outside help will come to us. This 
objection of Dr. Powell’s that it will. cost 
money is really no objection. Every institu- 
tion costs money, but even a costly institution 
may be a paying institution. Take hold of this 
earnestly, and in a few years it will be self- 
supporting. Ihave been raised in Atlanta, 
and from my heart I wish you God speed in 
this worthy undertaking.” 

Dr. Tucker next responded to a general call. 

If we annonnce as our best card that Atlanta 
is too healthy to support a hospital, I’m afraid 
our credit would suffer for the simple fact that 
no sensible man would believe us. If Atlanta 
issolealthy, how do these fat, well-dressed 
doctors manage to live? And wouldn’t it be a 
Still better card to drum all the doctors out of 
town’? I would hate to see some of them go— 
my family physician especially, but would 
cheerfully part with them if the city must be 
advertised as Dr. Powell suggests. And those 
monuments at Oakland, and strangers all 
wondering why other cities sent their 
dead here to be buried? Wouldn’t that 
be a good card? Now about the benevolent 
home. The trustees have run the hospital on 
& private basis long enough. People are tired

Atlanta Zas an Art Center—The Improvement 
in American Ideas of Art—The Nude 
in Art--Who the Artists Are. 


There is quite a colony of artists in Atlanta, 
The productions of some have gained for 
them an encouraging local reputation. The 
popularity of others has extended throughout 
the south, while a few aspire to an almost na- 


tional fame. 

The recent exhibition of local talent at the 
Picdmont exposition was a revelation in re- 
gpect to the quality of work Atlanta’s artists 
are capable of producing, and has awakened a 
general interest in the profession chusing 
loftier asperations on the part of the artists. 
On the other hand, the patrons of art have 
become more numerous and better educated in 
fine work, rendering them more appreciative 
and better capable of judging the delicate 
touch of a master’s stroke. 

Up to a few years ago people were content 
to break the monotony of bare walls with the 
few family portraits that were preserved from 
the hands of the iconoclast, occasionally re- 
lieved by a landscape of mountain phenomena, 
with here and there the picture of the time- 
honored mill with an overshot wheel, below 
which cows are placidly drinking down stream 
and as if to add variety to the scene, the patri- 
archal goat conquering his natural autipathy 
to water, lordly condescending to wade knee 
deep and quench his own thirst in the foam- 
ing brook.

With a growing taste for the beautiful in 
art, there has been created a demand for more 

rfect execution, and a better class of work. 

his demand has attracted to Atlanta several 
rominent artists from abroad, and added an 
{npetns to local talent. . 

A call at the studio of Mr. Hal Morrison 
elicited a very interesting talk onthe subject 
of art. Mr. Morrison has been in Atlanta sev- 
eral years, and his work is always viewed with 
delight and admiration wherever exhibited. 
In response to an inquiry concerning the ap- 
preciation of art by citizens of Atlanta, he 
said: ‘I have lived in a number of the largest 
cities in the United States, and never have I 
met with a people who have more appre- 
ciation of the beauties in art. The 
patrons of art in Atlanta recognize 
delicate work and the intricate lines of 
a picture quickly and in a manner that is sur- 
prising. And, strange tosay, while the best 
works of art are executed by men, the best art 
critics are among the women. A man may 
look at a picture as upon a face, and recognize 
the aflinity existing between them. He knows 
that it is beautiful, and that it pleases him; he 
simply accepts the fact, but cannot explain 
why it is, whilea woman, will point out the 
different traits in the character of a painting. 
She will analyze its beauties, carefully dissect 
the body, showing where the work blends and 
the colors harmonize, and the different points 
that afford her delight, and giving the reason 
why they are pleasing toher.” — 

‘‘How do you account for this?’’ 

‘By the fact that women have a Keener sense 
of appreciation of beauty in colors. They ob- 
serve fine and delicate work more closely and 
are quicker to recognize harmony and de- 
tect discord than men. Their natural instincts 
as to colors enables them to appreciate the fine 
points in art more than the sterner sex.”’ 

“Mr. Morrison, what do you think of the 
local amateur talent of Atlanta?’’ 

‘Atlanta ought certainly to be proud of her 
embryo artists. Never in my life have I seen 
more creditable work done by amateurs than 


Atlanta is fortunate in having secured the 
location of the studio of Mr. m. Lycett 
whose special work is painting in china an 
decosative work. He has one of the largest 
classes in the south and his ability, as shown 
by his work, eminently fits him for his post-

**Professional models are generally selected 
for their nearness to perfection of figure. As 
a rule they come from the lower classes of life 
irrespective of morality and a t many of 
them are women who having, moments of 
weakness, strayed from the paths of virtue, 
and afterwards awakened to a desire for re- 
formation, finding themselves shut out from 
all customary employment by the stern decrees 
of society, adopt the profession of a model as a 
medium ground, between respectibility and 
the lives they once led. 

“They are, of course very timid at first but 
soon become accustomed to their work and 
pose with perfect indifference 
of the student.” 

“Is the study of the nude in art absolutely 
necessary to the education of the student ?”’ 

“Why, of course itis. How can an artist 
paint a flower, a leaf, or a tree without havin 
studied it in nature?

Living 
subjects are as much a necessity to the student 
in art as dead subjects are to the student in 
medicine.”
